Winchell that German prisoners of war 
were given unwarranted privileges, we received advice from the Army that pressure 
had been brougnt to bear on them and that they had been forced to prohibit German 
pri soners of war from singing the Horst Wessel and other German military songs 
and have also been forced to restrict certain other activities by these prisoners. 
This immediately resulted in retaliation on the part of the Germans in handling 
American prisoners of war, who were retrained from singing the Star Spangled Banner 
and were otherwise restricted in an identical fashion to the German prisoners in 
this country.
